Walking Snowman Vicepresident Taken 
Into Groundhog Club 


Lansing, Feb. I. (ZP)— Governor 
Fitzgerald called upon chairm en 
of the house ways and m eans com­ 
m ittee and its senate 
cou nter­ 
part tonight to keep a tigh t rein 
on legislative appropriations 
in 
preparation for a “ day of reckon­ 
ing” of state finances. 
The governor told reporters in 
his press conference th a t such a 
day is not far off. Budget Director 
H arold D. Sm ith will subm it to 
the executive office within a week, 
Fitzgerald said, a “ true picture” 
of the sta te ’s financial condition. 
This 
statem en t — which will 
strike a balance of 
the 
state's 
hooks as of Ja n u a ry I, when Fitz­ 
gerald took office— will 
provide 
the governor w ith a basis for his 
request for a 
“ debt 
retirem ent 
fu n d ” th a t will include all obliga­ 
tions accrued 
in 
the 
previous 
D emocratic adm inistration. 
The 
new ad m in istratio n ’s own budget, 
which Fitzgerald has announced 
will be on a pay-as-you-go basis, 
will come later. 
C an ’t M aintain Pace 
The governor, in line with his 
proposal for a divided session of 
the legislature— one half to treat 
with general legislation and the 
other with budget problem s— ap­ 
pealed to the com m ittee chairm en 
to 
“ hold 
up all appropriation 
neasures pending the completion 
>f the economy budget.” 
“ Good budgeting is essential,” 
Fitzgerald wrote, “ if we are to ex­ 
tricate the state from a bad finan ­ 
cial position and if we are to have 
adequate funds for such public 
needs as education, w elfare 
and 
old age assistance.” 
’Hie governor cited bills already 
pending which propose increased 
3xpenditures of state funds. 
“ It is a p p aren t,” he said, “ th a t 
the state has been spending at a 
pace th a t cannot be m aintained, 
and it is vital th a t the state be 
placed upon a pay-as-you-go basis 
a t the earliest possible m om ent. 
Progress in th a t direction already 
has been m ade through reduced 
payrolls. F u rth e r economies will 
be effected along th a t line as soon 
as 
reorganization 
of 
various 
branches of governm ent are com­ 
pleted.” 
“ Hom e R ule” Pushed 
Fitzgerald reiterated his deter­ 
mination 
to 
keep 
expenditures 
within estim ated revenues so th a t 
funds would rem ain for his debt 
retirem ent fund. 
“ It is possible,” 
he declared, 
“ th a t a num ber of state functions, 
while possibly pleasing or of cer­ 
tain value to restricted 
groups, 
may be found superficial from a 
statew ide standpoint and may be 
elim inated.” 
The governor indicated his plan 
to “ decentralize everything” and 
restore m any responsibilities 
to 
local governm ental units 
under 
the 
principle 
of 
“ home 
ru le ” 
which he repeatedly has espoused 
would help him in his cam paign 
for a pay-as-you-go budget. 
En­ 
abling 
legislation 
that 
would 
make possible local taxes, perhaps 
on luxuries, to meet strictly local 
em ergencies is “ in the discussion 
stage.” he disclosed.

London, Feb. I (ZP).— President 
Roosevelt’s reported willingness to 
help G reat Britain and France re­ 
arm was hailed with satisfaction 
today in London and Paris and 
bitterly condemned in the Nazi 
and Fascist capitals. 
The controlled German press ex­ 
pressed an ger over dispatches as­ 
serting th a t the president had told 
the senate m ilitary affairs com­ 
mittee yesterday he favored rear­ 
m am ent aid to the democracies. It 
accused him of trying to convert 
France and England into a battle­ 
field and called him the “ head of 
war agitators.” 
French Officials Jubilant 
Italian papers charged the pres­ 
ident with “ war-mongeriug pessi­ 
mism.” 
The British and French press 
quickly proclaimed in headlines: 
“ U. S. A. frontier is in France— 
Roosevelt.” Circulation of reports 
of the president's statem ents after 
w hat were regarded a3 concilia­ 
tory speeches by Prim e M inister 
Chamberlain and Chancellor H it­ 
ler in the last two days sharply 
encouraged Paris markets. 
British officials asserted they 
knew nothing about any “ under­ 
standing for positive commitments 
between the United 
States 
and 
Britain for the sale of planes and 
other war m aterials,” but French 
officials obviously were jubilant 
over the American president's at­ 
titude. 
It was believed generally that 
Roosevelt s views were discussed 
a t a special cabinet meeting in 
London tonight. Chamberlain also 
had an opportunity to speak of 
ttjem with King George when he 
went to Buckingham Palace.

STEV ER before was research so 
Iraport- 
* * ant in business life as it is today. 
In­ 
dustrialists. from m anufacturers 
of 
the 
heaviest 
tractors to m akers of tiny gad­ 
gets. even toys, m aintain research d ep art­ 
ments. 
The W orld W ar had much to do with 
this. Of course th ere was much industrial 
research and organized invention 
before 
the W orld W ar. 
For example. Thom as A. 
Edison m aintained at Menlo Park a large 
staff of inventors who were paid salaries 
w hether they Invented anything or 
not. 
W hile some 3 500 patents stand 
in 
the 
name of Edison, m any of them were the 
work of his salaried assistants who 
re­ 
ceived no royalties from successes nor, on 
the other hand, did they have to share the 
cost of the losses. 
The war taught many lacks. 
Between 
1920 and 1931 the num ber of 
research 
laboratories m aintained by industrial cor­ 
porations in th e United States rose 
from 
300 to 1600. The num ber of persons e m ­ 
ployed In these laboratories rose In 
the 
same period from 6600 to m ore than 30,- 
000. The annal expenditure increased from 
$25,000,000 to $120,000,000. The advent 
of the G reat Depression curtailed 
many 
activities but they very pressure of hard 
times, in some instances, induced corpor­ 
ations. while mm&rking tim e on 
produc­ 
tion because of lack of m arket, to continue 
their efforts in the line of research. 
A num ber of companies, notably those

The Spens Report states th a t “ the a r ­ 
rangem ents for the whole-time education 
of boys and girls above the age of eleven 
in England and Wales have ceased to cor­ 
respond with the actual stru c tu re of m od­ 
ern society and with the economic facts.’

cleverest children In the E nglish elem en­ 
tary schools pass on 
to

secondary

Other children go to 
technical 
schools 
which prepare them for special 
occupa­ 
tions in industry. The secondary schools 
are deficient in preparing boys and girls 
for self-support, the technical in training 
their general intelligence. 
The present system tends to the over­ 
production of "intellectuals’’ 
for 
whom 
there are not enough available Jobs; and 
an under-production of highly intelligent 
boys and girls specially prepared to enter 
industry. 
The Comm ittee recomm ends a 
drastic 
reorganization. On the technical side 
it 
proposes the formation of a new type 
of 
school for children between 
eleven 
and 
sixteen, preparing them for an industrial 
career, but w ithout neglecting th e ir gen­ 
eral education. F o r the g ra m m a r schools 
it proposes a revised curriculum , 
which 
will give no less consideration to the boy 
who has to leave at sixteen than to the 
boy who is going to a university. 
The 
Committee envisages a less academic, aud 
more all-around, and more generally use­ 
ful education.

Two brothers, Stanley and Rob­ 
ert Mileski of W ells, 
were 
sen­ 
tenced to term s of IO days In Del­ 
ta county jail and were placed on 
six m onths probation 
when 
they 
pleaded guilty to coal 
theft 
in 
Atty. George Carr’s justice court 
here yesterday afternoon.

W ells w ith one-fourth ton of coal 
which they adm itted taking from 
the Escanaba Coal and Dock com ­ 
pany's coal dock stockpile.

sled.

Stanley, w ho is married and the 
father of three children, stated in 
court that he had taken the coal 
because it w as needed to keep his 
family warm. 
Officers testified, 
however, 
that 
there 
was 
one- 
fourth ton of coal at the Mileski 
home yesterday. 
Robert, who is 
18, was not involved in the actual 
theft, according to his 
brother. 
“ He waited outside w hile I filled 
the bags.” Stanley said, “and then 
helped me pull the sled .’’ 
Justice Carr, in sentencing the 
pair, stated that coal thefts have 
been going on for som e time in 
spite of w arnings to persons who 
have been arrested and brought in 
to court.

were “consciously or unconscious­ 
ly flooding us with propaganda,” 
the former president said in 
a 
speech prepared for the council on 
foreign relations, (and broadcast 
by W ABC— 10:30 p. rn., E.S.T.) 
Mr. Roosevelt had announced 
a 
“new departure” for dealing with 
the world which would lead logi­ 
cally to “pressures” such as eco­ 
nomic sanctions. 
“ Those who think in terms of 
econom ic sanctions.” Mr. Hoover 
added, 
“should 
also 
think 
in 
terms of war.” 
For, he said, “any 
form of direct or indirect coercion 
of nations is force 
and 
is 
the 
straight path to war itself.” 
“ Our country standing apart,” 
he said, “can m ake a 
contribu­ 
tion of transcendent 
service 
in 
holding aloft the banner of moral 
relationships.” 
Urges Aid for S uffering 
Suggesting a procedure, he de­ 
clared the American people should 
“express unhesitatingly their in­ 
dignation against w rong and per­ 
secu tion ” and should aid the su f­ 
fering. 
“ W e should not be isolationists 
in promoting peace by the m eth­ 
ods of peace.” he said. 
“ W e should not be isolationists 
in proposals to join in the 
most 
healing of all processes of peace 
— econom ic cooperation to restore 
prosperity. 
“ But surely all reason, all his­ 
tory, all our own experience show 
that wrongs cannot be righted and 
durable peace cannot be imposed 
on nations by force, threats, eco­ 
nom ic pressures or war.

against that principle if it is the 
lust nation under that banner. 
I 
want it to stand there because it 
is the only hope of preserving lib­ 
erty on this continent. 
That is

Will you please publish in your 
valued paper the following com­ 
munication. 
In defense of the attack 
that 
you have launched against 
the 
WPA 
workers 
including 
their 
wives and children, and also 
the 
old age pensioners some who are 
WPA workers and who has attain­ 
ed the ripe old age of 
seventy- 
two, I am challenging 
through 
the press your speech of last Sat­ 
urday afternoon that you deliver­ 
ed at Triangle park. 
Mr. 
Beau­ 
vais, city manager of the city of 
Manistique, we WPA agreed with 
you on some of your points 
but 
we do not agree with you on some 
other points, namely 
this 
one. 
You took the occasion to denounce 
us as “ bums.” You told us of 
a 
little incident that happened at 
Washington during the Dies 
in­ 
vestigation, where a certain rail­ 
road detective testified that dur­ 
ing his employment with the com­ 
pany his job was to throw bums 
off the trains and that he lost his 
job, was laid off 
because 
the 
“bums” got on WPA and 
there 
were no more bums to 
through 
off the train. I have respect for 
your gray hair but I disagree with 
you when you say that all 
the 
bums got on WPA. For one occa­ 
sion I met one that 
wasn't 
on 
WPA aud by using “ lumber-jack" 
terms he was quite “ bunk-bound" 
and in lumber jack parlance that 
means that he was heavier on one 
side than the other. You couldn’t 
figure out why it is that we 
all 
support the 
same 
organization 
when some of us really earn more 
or work hard for our small wag­ 
es and rub shoulders with those 
who shirk their duty
